This new variety was found by Mr. Takao Sugino on 27 th May, 1980 at 
the locality mentioned above in abundance under the deciduous forest at alt. 
540 m, where Quercus serrata and Carpinus laxiflora were dominant trees. In 
the region far south of this locality in the same province, where evergreen 
Castanopsis cuspidata is dominating, typical Lecanorchis japonica is found not 
so rarely. 
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
